At the regular meeting of the 
Council on Monday night the 
much discussed fingerprint ord- 
inance was again brought up at 
the investigation of Dr. R. G. 
Barr. This matter was presum- 
ably laid to rest by the Council 
at a meeting held in April when 
the Town Attorney presented the 
proposed ordinance to , require 
every employee within the Town 
to be fingerprinted, photographed 
and registered and at the same 
time rendered an opinion that it 
was illegal and unenforcible. 

However, Dr. Barr, backed by 
many other reputable citizens, 
made a vigorous protest to the 
present states of the law, on the 
subject, declaring that the pres- 
ent ordinance was discriminating 
In its requirements in applying to 
only limit classifications. There 
was no protest aa to the finger- 
print requirements but It was 
forcefully presented that it should 
apply to each and every class of 
employees or to none at all. 

The present law applies to 
domestic servants, hotel, restaur- 
ant and rooming house employees, 
drug store, hot dog, barbecue and 1 
beer garden attendants but to no 
other class oi employees. 

When the Town attorney was 
called upon to explain why thii 
present ordinance nil ^afel Ofld 
enforcible and the proposed 
amendment was not. he stated 
that as general proposition as set 
out in the proposed amendment 
it was illegal as exceeding the 
police powers of the corporation 
but the special application as in- 
corporated in the existing ord- 
inance was, as it applied to a 
transitory class of employees, con- 
stantly in contact with the public 
with the opportunity to perpet- 
rate criminal practices. 

So vigorously were the protests 
presented that it was decided to 
hold a special meeting on Wed- 
nesday, May 10 for a public dis- 
cussion as to whether to adopt 
the amendment, in spite of the 
opinion as to its illegality or re- 
peal the present ordinance.

22, when he saved two women 
from drowning at Chesapeake 
Beach, has been awarded a 
bronze medal by the Carnegie 
Hero Fund Commission. 

Just when the medal will be 
received by young Allard was not 
known. 

Allard, who served for several 
years as a Norfolk newspaper car- 
rier boy, rescued M. Lucille Spen 
cer, 21, and Mattie S. Ricks, 27, 
from drowning after they had 
stepped into deep water while 
wading. 

Mrs. Ricks was submerged and 
became unconscious and Miss 
Spencer, to an effort to save her, 
grasped her shoulder strap. Al- 
lard waded from shore and then 
swam 175 feet of which 150 feet 
was in deep water to Miss Spen- 
cer. 

Miss Spencer lunged toward 
him, her hand grazing his neck 
He took hold of her wrist and 
shoved her onto her back and 
started towing her to shore. He 
then noticed Mrs. Ricks to whom 
Miss Spencer clung. Swimming 
and drifting 200 feet he towed 
both women^jtoshallow water. 
Mrs. Ricks w*h "carried ashore 
and revived arm a second young 
man aided Allard in reviving 
Miss Spencer. 

The award casries with the 
medal, a $500 cash opportunity, if 
the benefactor makes acceptance 
and application, setting out the 
purposes for which the funds are 
to be used. 

Young Allard stated that his 
ambition is td go to college and 
expects to use the proceeds of 
the awards to that end.

The time in which claims could 
be filed for refunds of amounts 
paid the Government under the 
Agricultural Adjustment Act 
would be extended to De ce mber 
31, 1939, in a bill introduced by 
Representative Colgate Darden 
Jr., of this Congressional district. 
Explaining that he was acting 
after consultation with ether 
Members of Congress, who wers 
interested in the measure for the 
same reason, he said people to his 
District in some instances either 
learned of the law providing for 
refunds too late to file claims, or 
did not know that claims filed be- 
fore June 22, 1936 had to be re- 
filed, -f „ 

The original bill introduced 
provided for a period of filing 
which extended to December 31, 
1940. The new bill sets a deadline 
of December 31. 1939, the change 
being made to facilitate the work 
of the Treasury, it was stated. 
Mr. Darden said: 
"I can~ not assure those with 
claims that even if they fUe they 
will be able to prove their claims 
and obtain a refund, nor can I 
be certain that this Bill will pass. 
but I feel that they have so much 
equity on their side that Con- 
gress will give them that oppor- 
tunity, and therefore I urge those 
who believe they have claims to 
file them immediately, and there- 
fore I urge those who believe they 
have claims to file them Immedi- 
ately, even before the Bill is pass- 
ed, so that there will be no doubt 
that their claims will be on file, 
not Just to the mail, before the 
time set in this Bill. If this op- 
portunity is given claimants, It is 
doubtful that another opportun- 
ity would be given them. These 
claims should be filed, like all 
other claims for refund, with the 
Collector of Internal Revenue at 
Richmond, Virginia. 

"In the confusion which fol- 
lowed the decision of the Supreme 
Court invalidating the Agricultur- 
al Adjustment Act and the leg- 
islation which sought to retain 
the taxes collected under that 
Act," he explained, "it was only 
natural that many small claim- 
ants who do not have lawyers on 
their staffs did not know that 
claims must be filed before July 
1. 1937. Others did not know 
'hat the claims they filed before 
June 22, 1936, had to berefiled. 
Without knowing in advance 
whether these claims are valid 
claims, that is, that the claimant 
sustained the burden of the tax, 
I still think that equity demands 
that we afford these claimants ar 
opportunity at least to present 
their claims end be heard on the 
merits. That is the sole purpose 
of this bill."

The most important business/ 
transacted at the Council meeting 
on Monday night was the adop- 
tion of the new license code, a has. 
copy of which is carried on other 
pages of the News for the benefit 
of those affected. 

The most drastic change a) 
that requiring that applications 
for licenses must be filed at least 
fifteen days before they are due 
and carry with it a fifty percent 
of the amount of the license as 
a penalty for failure so to do. 
However the time limit of pur- 
chasing the license has been ex- 
tended in order that no one win 
suffer by the change except from 
his failure to make application. 
There is a penalty of two percent 
per day up to thirty days for fail- 
ure to purchase the required lic- 
ense by due date. 

Sign Ordinance Modified 
The ordinance In reference to 
signs which overhang the side- 
walk was modified In that Instead 
of requiring a bond, a permit Is 
required annually. The cost of 
this permit ranges according to 
the size of the signs as follows: 

Three feet or under In lineal 
width $2.50; from three to five 
feet $3.00; five feet and over 
$400; marquees $4.00. No stand- 
ards are to be attached to the 
sidewalk and all marques are to 
be at least six and half feet above 
sidewalk. 
No Merchandise Display On f Me- 

An ordinance was adopted pro- 
viding that no merchandise dis- 
play could be placed on the side- 
walks unless special permits he 
granted by the Council. This 
ordinance revoked all permits 
which have been granted In the 
past. This includes Newsstands., 
bootblacks and mercantile enter- 
prises. 

New Traffic Regulations ^ 

Parking was restricted to fifteen 
minutes on the West side of At- 
lantic Avenue between 20th street 
and 21st street (A. B. C. store and 
Bank Area).

The criminal as pictured by our 
Town fathers usually comes as a 
suave, sleek plutocrat, not as an 
employee. Of course, there has 
been and will be some thievery 
ss a result of the migratory em- 
ployees but it has usually been 
petty. Considering this as a whole 
under the conditions as they ex- 
ist during summer months, the 
Beach has been remarkably free 
from such types of offenders. Un- 
doubtedly the present ordinance 
has deterred some few past of- 
fenders from coming to the Beach 
to seek employment but it is not 
believed that it has reduced in the 
•lightest such petty thievery. The 
major portion of those kept away 
have been Illiterate or superstiti- 
ous negroes. 

It is hard to comprehend whv 
the Council Is so perturbed about 
this petty thievery and insist on 
the fingerprint ordinance, which 
has been declared illegal, when 
In the past they have passively or 
blindly sat by, without raising 
one finger to stop one of the most 
vicious types of petty larceny, the 
mechanical thief, which flagrant- 
ly and openly operated in the 
of the slot-machine. At the 
time the cheap skate gambl- 
ers', as daubed by the Dare Coun- 
Thnes, flaunted their operations 
to the form of Penny Hearts, 
Mice, Bingo and the old bird cage 
tucket in many disguises, with- 
out serious concern on the part 
Of the Council. £ 

It would appear that the Coun- 
ts Is not so concerned with the 
criminals, larceny nor the legality 
or illegality of an act or ord- 
inance but has, instead, its eye 
on possible revenues.

er allocations are always made to 
this section than to others, and 
with weather conditions rarely a 
hinderance to construction. It 
seems that the Highway Depart- 
ment invariably delays in making 
these improvements until the 
summer months, when the roads 
are most needed and the traffic 
most congested.

In a town or community of the 
type of Virginia Beach it seems 
incredulous that such a proposal 
as an ordinance to keep all dogs 
off the beach would even receive 
consideration. We of a strictly re- 
sort center depend entirely on en- 
couraging, enter Urning and being 
hospitable to vacationing peoples 
for our success. This means pro- 
viding natural and man-made 
amusenvfits — freedom of action 
that is unobtainable in ther* 
home communities. 

An article "Pals in Peril" in the 
Sunday Magazine Section of the 
April 30 Norfolk Virginia-Pilot is 
a typical expression of the con- 
temporary public indignation 
against such restrictions as the 
proposed local ruling against 
"man's best friend". This same 
article states that — "there's one 
dog to every five-family home in 
the United States if they were all 
averaged up—". Suppose we, to 
be conservative, assume one dog 
to every other five family home. 
Let's assume further that one 
fourth of these families take their 
dogs with them when vacationing. 
Do we want to encourage these 
people to cancel their plans for 
Virginia Beach in favor of an- 
other more tolerant and prog- 
ressive resort. 

"Dog World" magazine of Dec- 
ember, 1938 in an article entitled 
"Patronize Your Hotel Friends" 
further stresses just what effect 
may arise from discrimination 
against dogs: "Those of us who 
love dogs can well discriminate 
between tradesmen, business 
firms and public officials who do 
not like dogs and those who ac- 
tively work against them— The 
dog owner should have a trained, 
dog, one not destructive, one that 
is quiet— Here are two hotels who 
welcome dog owners and their 
dogs— Hotel Oodsen, Douglas 
Ariz., Virginia Dare Hotel, Eliza- 
beth City, North Carolina— we win 
publish from time to time the 
names of friendly hotels." 

The public is conscious of the 
truth that rabies, dog bites and 
dog nuisances are attributable al- 
most entirely to the stray dog, the 
unwanted dog, the roaming or 
alley dog. Under these known 
conditions why not better regu- 
late the problem of strays and 
encourage families with their dog 
companions. There fs no doubt 
that muzzles or particularly 
leashes are not only a protection 
to the public but to the dogs also 
in resort congestion. But — why 
legal restrictions as to where they 
can and cannot go? Such rulings 
obviously are not the solution to 
the problem as they actually keep 
the well trained dogs in the com- 
pany of their owners away from 
the beach front while the un- 
desirable strays roam at will. 

The writer has two well behaved 
dogs for which he pays the pres- 
cribed license tax. So long as 
these dogs do not annoy or en- 
danger others he feels that ha 
should be privileged to enjoy their 
companionship.

By Konrad Heiden 
Konrad Heiden, an exiled Ger- 
man journalist, has written per- 
haps the best history of the Ger- 
man National Socialist Movement 
and one of the better biographies 
of Adolf Hitler. His "New Inquisi- 
tion", published last Friday, is 
also, among things of its sort, a 
book of considerable merit. 

In some hundred fifty pages 
Herr Heiden describes very grap- 
hically, and yet with a remark- 
able measure of restraint, the 
havoc wrought upon the Jews and 
their property throughout Ger- 
many during those several days 
early in last November after 
Ernst vom Rath, Secretary of the 
German Embassy in Paris, had 
succumbed to bullet wounds in- 
flicted by the deranged refugee 
Polish-German Jew, Herschel 
Grynszpan. 

Nazi officialdom has taken 
pains to persuade the world that 



the events of those 
cruel days were a spontaneous 
mass reaction of the German peo- 
ple incensed by the death of one 
of their Junior diplomats at the 
hands of a Jew. However, even 
those who have been amenable to 
this persuasion will probably be 
disabused of all such notions by 
"The New Inquisition", for, as 
Herr Heiden shows, the Nazis had 
promised such a program some 
time before, and it was even to 
have been anticipated as a not 
illogical development of their 
anti-Semitic campaign. 

As to the events of those days 
in November and the degree of 
actual suffering inflicted upon 
the Jews, the property losses 
which they sustained, and the ex- 
tent to which the masses of the 
German people, participated hi 
the persecution, some measure of 
uncertainty has, perhaps, pre- 
vailed, for, while the newspaper 
press had provided numerous de- 
tails, no one before Herr Heiden 
had made of these details a pic- 
ture which reasonably cautious 
people might accept as a full and 
accurate description of the 
events. 

The Nazis were celebrating the 
fifteenth anniversary of their 
first and abortive attempt to seize 
control of Germany when, on the 
evening of the ninth, word came 
that vom Rath had died. A few 
hours later the first phase of the 
November persecution began. Not 
here and there, or now and then, 
but simultaneously throughout 
Germany uniformed bands armed 
with hammers, clubs, hatchets 
and picks began a methodical 
destruction of the living quarters 
of the Jews, their household 
furniture and personal effects, 
driving the Jews themselves out 
of their houses and apartments, 
out of orphans' homes, off hos- 
pital beds into the frigid night. As 
Herr Heiden is careful to explain, 
that night was not one of planned 
murder, but along with the curi- 
ously conscientious destruction of 
Jewish property there went a 
great deal of singularly brutal, 
inhumane treatment pi .indivi- 
duals and a not inconsiderable 
number of fatalities. A little later 
the careful destruction of places 
of business began. Still later in 
the morning, and simultaneously 
again, the five hundred places of 
Jewish worship throughout the 
country were put to the torch. 

When these earlier phases of 
the persecution had been com- 
pleted, there began, on the morn- 
ing of the tenth, a series of mass 
arrests as a result of which thou- 
sands of Jews who had until then 
escaped protective or other cus- 
tody were herded like cattle into 
concentration camps. Here these 
people who gave us the doctrine 
of the atonement learned that 
they would atone for Herschel 
Grynszpan's crime by the pay- 
ment of four hundred million dol- 
lars, a fifth or a fourth of the 
wealth left to the members of 
their faith throughout Germany. 
It would seem impossible to ques- 
tion the reliability of Herr Heid- 
en's narrative of these even's 
based upon restrained accounts of 
German and foreign eyewitnesses 
everywhere In the country. Those 
who have maintained hitherto 
that there is something essential- 
ly different about, the Jew which 
has invited discriminatory treat- 
ment through the centuries may 
find it difficult to explain why 
the Jews of Germany were en- 
titled to the exquisite torture to 
which they were subjected during 
the second week of November. 

As to the part which the Ger- 
man populace played in the per- 
secution. Herr Heiden leaves no 
doubt. There was some looting of 
wrecked places of business by 
certain elements of the popula- 
tion and in different towns school 
children were taken on tours of 
the despoiled districts that they 
might learn what an awful crime 
it was to be a Jew. But Herr 
Heiden insists, and the evidence 
of Germans and foreigners alike 
bears him out, that although 
Nazi officials were at pains to 
give the impression that a spon- 
taneous mass uprising against the 
Jews had occurred, and the Ger- 
man press broadly publicized this 
notion, the majority of the Ger- 
man people took no part in the 
November persecution and were 
disgusted by the whole tragic ep- 
isode. 

Whether as the author sug- 
gests, the events of last November 
have widened the breach between 
the German commonalty and

It is very apparent from recent 
dispatches from England and 
France, that the policy of "ap- 
peasement", so strongly advocat- 
ed by Premier Chamberlain, Is 
still being pursued with what may 
prove to be the undoing of Euro- 
pean democracies. 

Chamberlain should have 
learned by this time that pro- 
mises made by the totalitarian 
states are not to be relied on. 

Mussolini o promise some 
months ago, to return all Itali- 
an troops now in Spam, when the 
war in that country was over, has 
not yet been fulfilled. Instead we 
are now told that an additional 
80,000 have been sent over to re- 
inforce the troops already there. 
We also read where Franco has 
now one million men under arms, 
ostensibly to maintain order, but 
really to be stationed along the 
French border. Thus is Mus- 
solini's promise kept. 

As to Franco, he promised 
Chamberlain that as soon as he 
had won the civil war he would 
oust all German and Italian an 
troops and set up a National gov- 
ernment. So much did England 
rely on this promise that a few 
days after the rebells had won 
against the Republicans, England 
hastened to recognize the 
National government, as also did 
Prance. But Franco, who wai 
under the domination of Mus- 



ond to to iaaur* that seen of as 
has a chance to week out his 
destiny according to his talents." 

"This involves protecting him 
from being injured or oppressed 
by those of superior acquisitive- 
ness, and perhaps less conscience 
who seek to strain the rules to 
their own advantage. 

"In my opinion, nearly all of 
our civic troubles are the conse- 
quences of government's depar 
ture from its legitimate functions. 
Our increased population and new 
conditions arising from new in- 
ventions often make it necessary 
to change the rules in order to 
keep that balance between the 
people and those who would ex- 
ploit them. 

"Unfortunately, these changes 
and adjustments result too often 
in enhancing instead of diminish- 
ing evils." 

The above paragraphs are from 
the pen of Jack Garner in 1932 
in a letter accepting the Demo- 
cratic vice presidential nomina- 
tion. 

Mr. Garner also said in 1933: 

"Had it not been for the steady 
encroachment of Federal Gov., 
ernment on the rights and duties 
reserved for the States we per- 
haps would not have the present 
spectacle of the people rushing to 
Washington to set right whatever 
goes wrong . . . 

"The gravitation of power to 
Washington has builded a struc- 
ture of administration vast be 
yond the imagination of the 
builders of the constitution." 

Mr. Garner recently referred to 
his letter and his expressions of 
1932 and says he holds the same 
opinion. He is being mentioned 
now as* a probable Democratic 
candidate for President in 1940, 
and has a strong following of 
conservatives who believe in eco- 
nomies and a return to the sane 
functions of government. Certain- 
ly the above statements will com- 
mend him to those who see the 
necessity of returning to a policy 
of practical economics. During his 
term as vice-president, Mr. Gar- 
ner has used his influence for 
economies and may emerge In 
1940 as a strong presidential 
candidate.

Properties facing residential 
streets which bear a heavy traffic 
load tend to decrease to value, de- 
spite the popular belief to toe 
contrary. 

Traffic congestion is detriment- 
al to any land use, be it resident- 
ial or commercial, they point out. 
Commercial structures should be 
concentrated at suitable centers, 
with adequate parking facilities 
adjoining major thoroughfares 
and accessible by way of local 
connecting streets to nearby 
neighborhoods. 

Elimination of fast through 
travel In residential areas by con- 
trolling street widths and aline- 
ment is rapidly becoming stand- 
ard practice. Considerable eco- 
nomies are affected by reason of 
lighter pavement requirements,

the penalty for peddling without a license. 

All persons who do not keep a regular place of business within the 
Town, open at all times in regular business hours, and at the same 
place, who shall offer for sale goods, wares and merchandise, shall 
be deemed peddlers under this section. All persons who keep a re- 
gular place of business, open at all times to regular business hours, 
and at the same place, who shall el s ewhere than at such regular place 
of business, personally, or through their agents, offer for sale, or sell, 
and at the time of such offering for sale, deliver goods, wares and 
merchandise, or commodities, including ice cream, candies, soft 
drinks, or any other products for human consumption shall also be 
deemed peddlers as above; but this section shall not apply to residents 
of the 8tate of Virginia and Knotts Island, who sell or offer for sale 
In person, or by then* employees, ice, wood, meats, milk, butter, eggs, 
poultry, fish, oysters, game, vegetables, fruits or other family supplies 
of a perishable nature gro-vn or prod u ced by them, and not purchased 
by them for sale, but a dairyman who uses upon the streets of the 
Town one or more wagons, may sell and deliver from his wage?, milk, 
butter, cream and eggs in the Town without procuring a peddler's 
license. 

Por the privilege of peddling or bartering to the Town there shall 
be paid $312.50 for each person so engaged or employed when he 
travels on foot, and when he peddles otherwise than on foot, the tax 
shall be $625.00, except that the tax on peddlers of ice, wood, meat, 
milk, butter, eggs, poultry, fish, oysters, game, vegetables, fruit or 
other family supplies of a perishable nature, not grown or produced 
by them, shall pay $62.50 for each vehicle used in such peddling. 

Every vehicle used In peddling as aforesaid, shall have conspicu- 
ously displayed thereon the name of the peddler using the same, to- 
gether with the place of his residence. Nothing in this section shall 
be construed to require of any farmer resident in the State of Vir- 
ginia, a peddler's license for the privilege of peddling or selling farm 
products, wood cr charcoal, grown or produced by him. 

Section 78 A. Every person, firm or corporation (other than a 
person, firm or corporation having a regular place of business within 
the Town, and paying a regular wholesale or retail merchant's license 
tax in the Town of Virginia Beach), engaged in soliciting the pur- 
chase of food stuffs, goods, wares, commodities or merchandise with- 
in the Town, other than by sample, and other than food stuffs, ice, 
wood or family supplies of a perishable nature grown or produced by 
such person, firm or corporation, and not purchased by he, she, or it, 
for resale, Fifty ( $50.00 ■ Dollars per annum for each solicitor or can- 
vasser who shall solicit or canvass business within the Town. 

Section 79. Amusement Parks. Any person, firm or corporation 
owning or operating a public amusement park within the Town which 
is open to the public for at least three calendar months in any one 
year, may pay an annual license tax of $937*50 in lieu of the several 
separate licenses In this section provided, upon the payment whereof 
there may be operated on said amusemnt park one or more bowling 
alleys, carousals, ferris wheels, kiddie lands, restaurants, refreshments 
stands, soda fountains, hot dog and barbecuestands, bath houses 
penny arcades, souvenir and gift shops, ice cream and candy stands' 
pony tracks, photograph galleries, skating rinks, parking stations, f isli 
ponds, fun houses, candy and' cigarette, as well as all similar stands 
shops or concessions, provided they are located and conducted within 
the area of said amusement park and are under the supervision and 
control of the owner or operator of said park, but the said amusement 
park license shall not cover or permit the operation of a, dance hall 
theatre, offering bicycles or tricycles for hire, nor slot machines, and 
where any of said amusements, concessions or devices are operated on 
said amusement park, the operators thereof shall obtain separate 
icenses for same according to the scale otherwise provided in this sec- 
;Ln. The amusement park license hereby provided for shall r.ot be 
prorated for any portion of any calendar year. 

Section 80. Any person, firm or corporation engaged in the busi- 
iness of furnishing electric current for lights or power, five-eights 
(5/8) of one per cent (1% ) of the gross receipts in the Town, accruing • 
from business other than mercantile for the preceding license year 
Each person or company so applying shall submit to the Town Clerk 
a statement of same receipts certified by an officer of the company 
and the Company's books shall be open to examination for verification 
of the figures submitted by any authorized representative of the 
Town. 

Section 81. Any person, firm or corporation operating an auc- 
tion store within the Town of Virginia Beach, shall pay a license tax 
of $500.00 for each such store, and in addition thereto $25.00 for each 
auctioneer conducting sales therein. 

Section 82. Every person, firm, company or corporation, who 
shall engage In the production of articles or commodities, for use or 
sale from raw or prepared materials by giving to these material new 
forms, qualities, properties or combinations, whether by hand or 
machinery, shall pay a license fee of $6250 per year, when the persons 
engaged in or employed by such manufacture are three or less and 
a license fee of $20.00 per employee over three, maximum $125.00 per 
year where the person engaged in or employed by such manufacture 
are six or more. 

Any person, firm or corporation subject to this ordinance who 
fails to make application for proper license prior to June 1st of each 
year, or, in the case of a newly established business, prior to engaging 
therein, shall make such application upon demand by the License In- 
spector, and for failure to make application at the proper time shall 
be assessed a penalty of 56% of the gross amount of the license ap- 
plied for which shaU be added to his tax obligation; provided, how- 
ever, that a delay of 10 days or less, voluntarily acknowledged and 
corrected, shall be penalised by increasing the tax obligation 3% of 
the schedule rates for each day of delay. 

Any person firm or corporation who makes application for a 
license or licenses and fails to make full payment therefor on or be- 
fore June 15th of the current license year or, to the case of a newly 
established business, within 15 days from the date of application or 
to the case of a demanded application, within 5 days from the date 
of application, shall be subjected to a penalty of 3% additional tax 
for each calendar day of delay up to 36 days, after which time the 
application shall be considered void and the delinquent proceeded 
against as a willful violator of this ordinance.

Correct Faults When ..Unit Is 

Not in Use 



Q. What causes mold to form in 
cellars, and what will get rid of it? 

A. Mold comes from excessive 
dampness and lack of proper ven- 
tilation. Open the windows night 
and day during fair weather and 
keep them closed during warm 
weather or rainy spells. 



Warm weather is the time for 
the home owner to consider his 
fireplace, even though the temp- 
erature may lessen his interest in 
anytiSig that creates more heat. 

Late Spring and Summer, when 
the fireplace is not being used, are 
excellent times to correct any 
faults. If a fireplace smokes con- 
sistently. It should be examined. 
Unless there is a hill or clump of 
trees higher than the chimney 
causing a down draft when the 
wind approaches from that direc- 
tion, the situation can be re- 
medied. 

Some of the causes of a smok- 
ing fireplace are a flue that is too 
small, one that has not been 
started directly over the center of 
the firelace, or one that contains 
shar turns clogged with lumps of 
mortar. Other possible causes are 
too high an opening, no smoke 
shelf, an inadequate smoke cham- 
ber, a damper that does not fit 
the opening, or a chimney not 
high enough to clear the top roof 
ridge.

Q. What Is considered ample 
closet space? 

A. A minimum of one closet .for 
rach bedroom should be provided 
as well as an entrance coat closet 
and a closet for cleaning equip- 
ment. In addition, there should 
be linen closets and kitchen-closet 
storage space. 

Q. What can be done about 
doors that stick? 
, A. Examine the hinges on the 
door; possibly the screws are 
loose. If this is not the case, may- 
be you can counter-sink the 
hinges a little deeper in the door 
and save planing off the edge, 
which always means^repalnting 
If neither of tehse remedies suf- 
fices, it will be necessary to plane 
off as small a portion of the door 
as possible where it sticks.. 



Hints For Home 
Owners 

Cedar Closets 

A properly constructed cedar 
closet affords adequate protection 
against one of Summer's unwel- 
come guests — the moth. 

Winter blankets, furs, clothing, 
and other articles subject to the 
ravages of this pest may be safe- 
ly stored to cedar , closets. 

The entire surface of the closet, 
Including the inside of the door, 
should be covered with three- 
eights of an inch of aromatic 
cedar lining. It is preferable to 
line the floor with thirteen -six- 
teenths inch, but three eights 
inch can be used. The door should 
be tight fitting and close against 
felt gaskets. The lining may be 
placed directly over plaster i f 
care is exercised in nailing it to 
the studding. Face nailing is sug- 
gested, but blind nailing may be 
used jf_ desired. 

The corners should be fitted 
with quarter-round cedar mold- 
ing. Cedar shelving may also be 
used with added effect. The more 
aromatic wood employed, the 
better the check against moths. 
A further precaution is to clean 
any article thoroughly before 
storing. 






PAINT YOURSELF A 
NEW HOME! 



Q. Will cutting additional win- 
dows in an old house weaken the 
walls? 

A. Not necessarily. It will de- 
pend greatly upon where the win- 
dows are to be placed and what 
structural members are affected. 
Care should be exercised to see 
that no bracing members are cut 
or, if so, that adequate substitute 
reinforcement is installed. Where 
studs are removed, bridging must 
be provided over the opening and 
additional studs installed at the 
sides of the opening to carry the 
load adequately.* 



Insulation may be applied to 
homes already built by means of a 
simple, practical methodj which 
has been perfected. Rockj wool is 
blown through a hose into the 
hollow outer walls unjjr they are 
tightly packed. Space under th* 
attic floor is insulated in the 
same manner. Building material 
i dealers have insulated mere than 
100,000 homes this way. 



Tests For Soundness 

Alternate wet and dry condi- 
tions tend to render unsound the 
structural and other wooden 
members in a building. 

The ends of joists embedded in 
a masonry foundation wall may 
become unsound If the walls of 
the basement are damp and poor- 
ly ventilated. 

As a result of a leak in the roof 
or eaves, similar damage to other 
parts of the building may occur, 
such as loosened or deteriorated 
flashing. 

A simple test will help deter- 
mine whether structural rein- 
forcements are necessary; the 
wood may be tested by jabbing it 
with the point of a penknife. If it 
is soft and spongy or very brittle 
it is likely repairs are necessary, 
promptly. Badly deteriorated 
parts should be replaced and the 
basement of the building should 
be 'kept properly ventilated to 
prevent further deterioration.

P. W. Cox, superintendent of 
County Schools, presented the 
budget for Wi'loughby T. Cooke 
School for the next session, which 
was adopted.

SEVEN WISE MEN 

There is a centuriator's pro- 
verb, which reads, if our memory 
nerves us right, that, "wise men 
often change their minds but 
xbols rarely do". If the philosophy 
ef this adage is correct, the 
Town of Virginia Beach has a 
*ery wise Council. Meetings of 
this argus body are held weekly, 
one week to adopt an ordinance 
the next to repeal it or vice 
one week to reject a pro- 
ordinance and the next to 
Adopt It. One has to attend 
•very council meeting to find 
Where he stands and then often 
finds that he is wrong.

The recent decision rendered by 
the Supreme Court declaring that 
government employees may be 
taxed has been generally accepted 
as being sound, except by those 
who are directly affected. There 
Is no good reason why one em- 
ployed by the government should 
not be taxed on the same basis as 
one engaged in nongovernmental 
activities. He enjoys the same 
privileges and protections as those 
privately employed and as a gen- 
eral proposition his average wage 
scale is higher than that of those 
engaged in private enterprises. In 
addition there are retirement 
provisions with a livable pension 
for the vast majority of govern- 
ment employees. It therefore 
seems logical that they should 
contribute their mite towards the 
support of the government which 
not only furnishes them with their 
livelihood but at the same time 
accords them the same privileges 
and protections as the civilian 
employee who pays his tax. 

This decision, in the opinion of 
many outstanding lawyers, has 
opened the doors for a levy on 
government bonds. This thought 
has been received generally by 
the press with approval, alleging 
that it would reach the tax- 
evader, who purchases govern- 
ment bonds. But have our con 
temporaries stopped to think 
what Mr. Tax-evader will do 
when a tax is placed on govern- 
ment bonds now earning from two 
and one half to three and one 
half percent? He will go to six 
and seven percent industrial 
bonds and immediately kill the 
market for government loans. 

In this era of enormous govern- 
ment borrowing and with pros- 
pects in view of even greater gov- 
ernmental indebtedness, it would 
at once force an increase of the 
rate of interest on future bond 
issues to the point where the net 
return will be the same and what 
the government would gain in 
taxes would at once be paid out 
in that increased interest. Even 
then it is doubtful that there 
would be a ready market unless 
the bonds were forced on the 
banks as has been done in the 
past when the market did not 
absorb them. In that event the 
money normally loaned to private 
industry would be utilized for 
government Ijmuu and the tax 
paying Industries would suffer. 

The very purposes for which 
the tax-free bonds were created 
a ready market, would be killed 
and nothing gained by the gov- 
ernment by imposing a tax on 
its securities. 



The amount paid by both em- 
ployers and employes in social 
security taxes is schedued to be 
materially increased next year. 
That simply means that more and 
more money will go to government 
—and that there will be less and 
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individual investment, and indus- 
trial development. As a result, 
the suggestion by Secretary Mor- 
genthau that Congress change 
the law so that the going federal 
rate of 1 per cent be maintained 
for at least another year deserves 
the utmost consideration. 

There is no question here of 
endangering the social security 
program. Any number of eco- 
nomists, including government 
experts, have pointed out that the 
creation of a gigantic social sec- 
urity reserve, is impractical and 
basically unsound. And the social 
security monies now paid in are 
simply spent as soon as received 
by the government, which then 
deposits promissory notes in the 
form of bonds. 

Mr. Morgenthau has a number 
of other excellent suggestions re- 
garding tax policies. His advocacy 
of repeal of the "nuisance taxes" 
(levies such as the undistributed 
profits tax and the capital gains 
tax, which hamstring and dis- 
courage business, yet bring in 
comparatively little revenue to 
the Treasury) should have been 
acted upon long ago. Business has 
a hard enough time now, carrying 
the regular federal income and 
corporation taxes. When the 
speciafnuisance taxes are piled 
on top of these, it's no wonder 
that industry is stagnant and in- 
vestors look the other way when 
there Is talk of issuing new in- 
dustrial securities for job-creating 
purposes. 

The greatest internal need we 
face today is to encourage bus! 
ness— and you can do that only 
by allowing business to earn a de 
cent profit if it can.

The winner of a school prize 
wrote this: "A match has a head 
but no brains. When you use its 
head use your brains!" 

That's good advice for every 
person in this broad land of ours 
—adult as well as child. For 
matches and smoking, according 
to the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters, cause three times 
as many fires as any other known 
cause. They are responsible for 
four times as many fires as over- 
heated chimneys and flues; and 
almost six times as many as light- 
ing. 

Putting it another way, 
matches and smoking cause 27 
per cent of all fires of known 
cause — and fires of known cause 
comprise 83 per cent of the total. 
That means that misuse of 
matches is responsible for the 
burning to death of thousands of 
people every year — to say nothing 
of property destruction into the 
tens of millions. 

The tragic phase of this is that 
every fire caused by a match or 
by smoking material is a prevent- 
able fire. There is no excuse for 
going to sleep in bed with a cigar- 
ette in your hand — but people do 
it continually, and a great many 
of them never again awaken in 
this world. Nothing is easier than 
to stamp out a cigar butt when 
you are finished with it, or to 
properly dispose of the ashes 
from a pipe— but each year there 
are untold instances where this 
isn't done — and in some thous- 
ands of those instances fires, 
great or small, result. It certainly 
doesn't call for any great effort 
to dispose of your matches and 
cigarettes in the ash tray in your 
car, instead of throwing them out 
of the window— but millions of. 
acres of ravaged land that one? 
bore magnificent timber, offer 
mute testimony to how many 
tur.es this simple smoking pre- 
caution is forgotten. 

Smoke if you will— but don t 
forget the obligation every smok- 
er owes to everyone else — and 
that is to be ever watchful of 
what happens to smoking mater- 
ials when he is done with them.

So successful were 
the combined efforts of the en- 
tire group that the entire surplus 
was sold. 

America consumed 25 per cent 
more oranges and grapefruit be- 
tween last September and March 
than the year before. One chain 
store organization sold more than 
a billion oranges, increasing its 
sales by 47 per cent. 

Everybody was happy over the 
result. Growers liked it; it moved 
a surplus and stabilized prices. 
Consumers like it; it brought 
'them fresh fruit at low prices; 
Retailers liked it; it increased 
their sales volume and gave them 
a chance to render better service 
to their customers. 

If farmers and distributors can 
solve their own problems by such 
means in one field, why can't 
producers and merchants in every 
other line follow the same tactics? 
One wonders whether the capital. 
isUc system, if left to work out its 
own salvation, won't get farther 
and produce better results for 
everybody than it will if some- , 
body is always tinkering with the 
machinery.

If. as some of our politicians 
argue, the steady and rapid ex- 
tension of government control 
over individuals and businesses 
mark* the royal road to security 
and plenty for the people, the 
totalitarian states should be veri- 
table marvels of p r o s p er it y. 

The fact Is, as everyone who 
has studied the subject knows, 
that totalitarianism tends to 
promote a lower, not a higher 
standard of living; a lower, not 
a higher wage for the worker; a 
smaller, not a larger return for 
farmer and manufacturer. 

In Russia, articles that Ameri- 
cans of all economic levels con.. 
sider almost absolute necessities- 
such as woolen clothing, good 
leather boots, meat and butter 
for the table, and adequate furni- 
ture—are possessed only by the 
relatively few, the favored ones 
of totalitarian "aristocracy." In 
Italy, wages and the standard of 
living have been consistently low- 
ered by governmental flat, and 
even so common a commodity as 
wholewheat bread is "ersatz" 
foods and materials— that is, sub- 
stitutes for rubber, eggs, butter; 
bread made of grains, coffee, etc 
—testifies mutely to what Is 
happening to the ordinary citi- 
zen's standard of living and 
chance to progress there. 

There isn't any mystery as to 
why this is so. As Harry Curran 
Wilbr/ has safld: "Government 
is a non-producer, and has no 
resources save what it takes from 
producers, distributors and those 
servicing both processes." Taxes 
and competition, under paternal- 
istic government, gradually drive 
the private producer to the wall. 
The nation's resources are grad- 
ually used up and destroyed. The 
national income drops, while 
taxes rise. And the standard of 
living goes down. 

History, ancient and modern, 
tells the story. And if you think 
"it can't happen here," just con- 
sider the expansion that has 
taken place in our own govern- 
ment in recent years, and its 
competition with private citizens 
— then think again.

Q. My sister, who is secretary 
to the manager of a large firm. Is 
going on a month's vacation next 
month. While she is away. I am 
going to substitute for her In the 
office, and draw the same pay she 
gets regularly. Should I get my 
own social security account num- 
ber, or should I use hers since it 
is only substitute work? 

A. You should have your own 
social security account number 
and report it to your employer. A 
social security account will be set 
up for you, under the number you 
receive in your own name, and 
the wages you draw while em- 
ployed in your sister's regular Job. 
as well as wages you receive from 
any other employment In com- 
merce or industry, will be record- 
ed on your social security ac- 
count. When the time comes for 
you to receive old-age insurance 
benefits, a total of all such wages 
you have received will be made 
and your benefit payments will 
be based on that amount. Such 
temporary employment is not ex- 
cepted from coverage under old- 
age insurance provisions of the 
Social Security Act. 

Q. I live on a small farm and 
do some gardening work there 
but am going to take a job for 
half days in the city as an assist- 
ant to a plumber. Should I have 
a social security account number 
when I go to work for the plumb- 
er, or do I need one since I live 
on a farm, and will only work 
part-time for a business estab- 
lishment? l 

A. You should get a social 
security account number, and re- 
port it to your part-time employ., 
er. Agricultural labor is except- 
ed from provisions of the Social 
Security Act, but the man who 
lives on a farm but works in the 
city for a commercial establish- 
ment is covered the same as any 
other worker in industry. 

Q. I have been out of work for 
a week. The firm I worked for 
went out of business, and at the 
time it closed the firm owed me. 
as well as ten other employees, six 
weeks back salary. I do not 
think I will ever be able to collect 
it, and I am wondering if I could 
get unemployment compensation 
to tide me over until I can find 
something else. 

A. It is very likely that you 
could get unemployment compen- 
sation. You should go immedi- 
ately in person to your nearest 
State Employment Service office 
and register for another job and

FORABETTER 
ELD. 

By Allan Seager 
In this fourth book in the new 

Peoples library" series, Allan 
Seagar makes a pattern— a prose 
pattern— of the lives of five per- 
sons who thought the world as 
they found it far from good 
enough, and who believing that 
America ought become a vastly 
more attractive place to live ir 
than man had ever known strove 
to make it so. 

"Religious freedom, political 
freedom, self-reliance, votes for 
women, a constantly improving 
society— these", Mr. Seagar says, 

are famlnar phrases. Everybody 
has heard them before. They are 
the subjects of public addresses 
on patriotic occasions, almost the 
foundations of life in America. 
And, like foundations, they are 
seldom examined until they give 
way under you. Yet these ideas 
were worth fighting for once, and 
if they decay or we are deprived 
of them they are still worth an- 
other battle. So It is a good idea." 
he suggests, "to look them over 
in a period when they can be 
judged accurately, and also to 
learn something of the people who 
helped us Inherit them." 

The five persons — Roger Wil- 
liams, colonist, preacher, farmer, 
Thomas Paine, tax collector, Jour- 
nalist, pamphleteer, soldier, paup- 
er; Ralph Waldo Emerson, 
clergyman, teacher, essayist; 
Elizabeth Cady Stanton, wife, 
mother, lecturer, writer; Ed wart 1 
Bellamy, journalist and novelist, 

worked often without hope, suf- 
fering pain and Insult and sus- 
picion. One of them was jailed, 
one was driven into exile. But 
they kept on to the end, never 
getting rich, seldom reaching any 
ease and quiet, forgetting the 
usual ambitions, all to bring the 
world, If they could, to a better 
condition than they found It in. ' 
Williams sought to effect the 
separation of church and state 
and to secure for everyone the 
right to see God as he liked. 
Paine hated monarchism and 
wanted a democratic government 
for all men. Emerson encouraged 
people to disregard shibboleths 
and custom, to think and to feel 
for themselves. Mrs. Stanton de- 
voted her efforts to securing 



equal rights for 

social order. They were not uni- 
formly successful to their efforts, 
they were not equally attractive 
as individuals, nor does Mr 
Seagar pretend that all five were 
anke objective and oblivious or 
the dramatic aspects" of their 
careers. Yet. as he says, "All that 
is good to the way that we live 
here, an that is permanent— per- 
manent because the people have 
learned certain principles and 
made them a part of our tradi- 
tion — this Is the work of men and 
women like Williams, Paine. Em- 
erson, Mrs. Stanton and Bellamy. 
Not the learned use of machines, 
but the little decency we hav, 
the freedom we were taught to 
fight for, and the dignity that 
comes after the fight" 

The little decency", "the 
freedom", "the dignity" seem all 
of them a little neglected or 
tarnished as a result of our 
domestic discord, and t he so- 
called struggle between Demo- 
cracy and rival ideologies, so that 
there is a pertinence about this 
delightfully informal book which 
Mr. Seagar has designed for the 
general reader. He makes an in- 
teresting pattern of democracy 
out of the careers of these familiar 
figures and although the pattern, 
too, is familiar, it no less than 
the figures themselves is fresh- 
ened by his pen.

Henry is not as unhappy, how- 
ever, as might be supposed In 
the first place there to still the 
large untouched portion stretching 
away to the West— big enough to 
hold all those who take pleasure 
in romping over Its slopes.

KID Devil Done "Anchored" 
I was particularly interested in 
your editorial, "The Sand Dunes 
of the First Landing". Perhaps 
your distrust of the "anchoring" 
of these dunes is also based upon 
what happened to Kill Devil Hill. 
It could have been anchored well 
and permanently with the native 
sand grasses, and Its beauty and 
natural character preserved. In- 
stead, it was made into wha: 
looks, like a landscape architect's 
dream. 

Escape From Landscaping 

No doubt there is an eternal 
conflict within the National Park 
Service between the Engineering 
Department and the Naturalists' 
department, because the former 
probably thinks in terms of bricK 
and concrete, hut I think that in 
the case of Cape Henry they will 
find that certain grasses cleverly 
encouraged in their natural 
habits are the best engineers. I am 
quite confident that the National 
Park Service will leave a wild, 
ragged effect— but entirely effic- 
ient—using nothing but Sea Oats 
(Uniola), Ammophila, Panicurr, 
Spartina. Bacchafts, Solidago, 
Iva, and Myrica or Bayberry, all 
native to the site. 

Shoreline Receding

Q. How can I have my house 
treated to protect it against ter- 
mites? ' 

A. If your house is already 
built, the best means of protection 
is constant vigil to see that the 
termites do not build any tunnels 
from the ground to the woodwork. 
If there is any wood that touches 
the earth, this should be removed 
and some alteration made so that 
no wood will be closer than eight 
inches to the soil. If the termitei 
have already entered, discover 
where they get in and destroy 
their tunnels. They cannot live 
without some connection to the 
ground, as moisture is essential to 
their existence. If any wood has j

been damaged to such an extent 
that it is unsafe, replace it. If 
possible, insert metal termite 
shields between the wood sills and 
the foundation walls. If you con- 
template building a new house, 
have all foundation walls and 
piers completely covered with 
noncorrosive metal shields which 
extend from the outside face of 
the wall through and beyond the 
inside face of the wall about two 
inches and turn this projection 
down at an angle of 45 degrees. 
Or else have all the wood of the 
first-floor construction impreg- 
nated under pressure with some 
recognized termite preventive. A 
bulletin covering this subject is 
obtainable from the Superinten- 
dent of Documents, Washington. 
D. C„ by sending 5 cents in coin

Borrower And 
Lender Both 
Protected Under 
FHA_ Plan 

The Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration, in its capacity as a third 
party in the mortgage transac- 
tion, is able to offer a measure of 
^*v^rotection not only to the borrow- 
er but to the lender as well from 
the dangers inherent in mortgage 
lending, according to FHA offi- 
cials. 

An unbiased referee has long 
been lacking in the mortgage 
market, they say. Such a service, 
rendered now by the FHA, estab- 
lishes a proper balance between 
the demands of the borrower and 
the lender. 

The Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration has come to be recognized 
in most active building centers as 
a fair referee between the -nego- 
tiating parts. It has brought 
long-term, now interest rate 
mortgages to the borrower and 
has protected the lender against 
the mortgage "shopper." 
.When mortgage money flows 
readily into home investments, 
during times of great building 
and buying activity, lending in- 
stitutions compete for the good 
mortgage business. Keen com- 
petition for loans is often a sound 
and healthy sign and makes it 
possible for borrowers to obtain 
loans on highly desirable

unfortunately, sometimes develops 
unsound mortgage practice. 
Lenders, in their desire for a 
share of the business, are prone 
to push valuations higher than 
actual value warrants and thus 
fail to use due caution in examin- 
ing both the collateral and the 
capacity of the borrower to repay 
This failure to use reasonable 
caution in past periods of accel 
erated building, has resulted in a 
large number of unsound mort- 
gages. 

Many mortgagees are now 
checking the conclusions reached 
by their own valuators against 
those established by Federal 



Housing Administration valuators 
and appraisers. They are using 
the Insured Mortgage System as 9 
referee. The result is the making 
of loans which are fair both to 
the borrower and to the lender.

SPEEDING 

Chief Bill Dodson may have a lot of big 
town ideas about traffic regulations, park- 
ing, full stop streets, parking meters, stop- 
lights, etc., but there is one thing certain, he 
and his traffic force have done a good job in 
eliminating to a great extent the excessive 
speeding of motor vehicles over the streets 
of the Town. 

For the past few years there have been 
some who seemed to consider Atlantic Boule- 
vard a speedway and to think that speed was 
the all important thing. This was particul- 
arly true as to the drivers of some light de- 
livery trucks who drove their vehicles 
through the streets of the Town at 50 and 60 
miles per hour. This created a continuance 
hazard for residents of the Beach as still 
greater one during the congested summer 
months. 

Chief Dodson and his men have in an 
amicable and inofficious manner warned the 
known offenders and cautioned the occasion- 
al violators of their infractions of the law. 
He has been continuously calling attention 
to the motoring public that the speed limit 
within the Town is 20 miles per hour and it 
is his intention to enforce this law, not to the 
letter but in a discretionary manner, over- 
looking minor infractions when traffic con- 
gestions are not involved. 

It is impossible to eliminate all reckless 
and speedy driving but conditions have been 

ratfy improved and he and his force should 
commended, not only on the improve- 
ment but also on the manner in which it has 
been handled. 



amount of revenue by "soaking the rich 
further. Big individual incomes are already 
subject to surtaxes ranging up to 80 per 
cent, and the point of diminishing returns 
has been reached. 

Therefore, it is argued, additional in- 
come tax must be raised by increasing the 
levies on persons in the lower and middle tax 
brackets — and by dropping those brackets so 
as to reach income levels which are now ex- 
empt from direct taxation. 

If this comes to pass — and it is obvious, 
if we continue to spend two dollars for every 
dollar we take in, that tax revenue must be 
upped — those citizens who have taken small 
interest in government fiscal policy, on the 
theory that the rich must pay the bills, will 
be due for the rudest sort of an awakening. 
The fact of the matter is that today the rich 
could pay but a small part of taxes required 
even if their total incomes were confiscated. 
The great bulk must be paid by ordinary cit- 
izens, through indirect, hidden taxes which 
constitute part of the cost of everything we 
buy and use. But relatively few of us seem 
to realize that — and it is that blindness to 
fact which has created our almost criminal 
indifference toward the tax and debt policies 
of our government.

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AUTOMOBILE INSPECTION 



May is the month for the semi-annual 
official inspection of your automobile. Each 
and every owner should cooperate with the 
Division of Motor Vehicles and its official 
inspection stations by promptly having theii 
automotive equipment checked. 

There are always many who resent the 
fact that they must procure the semi-annuai 
windshield sticker. They, however, are us- 
ually the ones to whom the law is aimed, as 
by a large percent their vehicles are the ones 
found to be deficient in some manner. 

One should not mind complying with a 
law which is a direct benefit to him and an 
aid to his own safety and that of his family. 
It not only aids in the prevention of injury to 
himself by defects of his own car and to oth- 
ers by the same defects but also the defects 
of others which might cause injury to him. 
The most salient evidence of its benefit to the 
individual or the public is the marked de- 
crease in the rate on liability insurance 
which is based on the loss ratio. In this 
vicinity the rate has been decreased about 
fifty per cent since the compulsory inspec- 
tion law has been enforced. 

The detection of a mechanical defect 
should be welcomed and those technically 
trained, who gratuitously check for these 
defects, should be pleasantly and willing co- 
operated with. 

Have your car checked early. Don't 
grouch when you are told that your brakes 
are bad or your lights are binding. It may 
save a hospital or even an undertaker bill.

and the ways in which we and 
our national mode of life can be 
improved. 

These six are all that the 
"Peoples Library" will publish 
this spring, but six books more 
on such diverse subjects as health, 
everyday science, popular eco- 
nomics, the way out of war, crime 
detection, and modern statesmen 
are promised us in the fall of 
this year.

There Ought to Be a Law. At 
least, that is what we are told on 
the slightest provocation. We 
have been so busy making a new 
law — federal, state or municipal 
— every time There Ought to Be a 
Law, that we have lest track of 
all the old laws which still linger 
on the yellowed pages of our dusty 
law books. But they still are laws 
and violation threeof still is a 
crime or misdemeanor, even 
though neither citizens nor law- 
enforcement agencies know that 
they exist. 

For example, if you exhibit i 
bear in Maine you are a law- 
breaker. And, if you go to Michi- 
gan and incite hostile Indians to 
violate a treaty, you are eligible 
for the hoosegow.

tlon as evidence in eases involv- 
ing drunken and reckless driving, 
the Safety Division of the Inter- 
national Association of Chiefs of 
Police reports. 

The legislation, which has been 
signed by the governor and wiU 
become effective June 1. also de- 
nnse the units within which re- 
sults of the test may be consider 
ed as evidence when offered In 
drunken driving cases. 

Similar bills are now pending 
before the legislatures of Iowa 
and Alabama, and before Con- 
gress acting for the District of 
Columbia, the association said. 

In recognising that testa of 
breath and body fluids are an in- 
dication of whether s driver was 
under the influence of liquor at 
the time the act of which he is 
charged, the Indiana law said: 

If it is alleged . . . that the de- 
fendant was under the influence 
of intoxicating liquor ... the 
court may admit evidence of the 
amount of alcohol in the defend- 
ant's blood ... as shown by a 
chemical analysis . . ." 

In its definition of evidence. 
the law says that an analysis 
showing .05 per cent or less by 
weight of alcohol in the defend- 
ant's blood at the time of the 
act is prima facie evidence that 
the defendant was NOT under 
the influence of intoxicating 
liquor. 

If the analysis shows from .05 
to .15 per cent by weight of al- 
cohol in the blood, it Is relevant 
evidence but not to be given 
prima facie effect in indicating 
whether or not the defendant was 
under the influence of intoxicat- 
ing liquor. 

Evidence that there was at the 
time .15 per cent or more by 
weight of alcohol in his blood is 
prima facie evidence that the de- 
fendant was under the influence 
of intoxicating liquor at the time 
of the act . . ., the law concludes. 

By shifting the burden of proof 
in favor of the driver with little 
alcohol in his blood and against 
the driver with much alcohol in 
his blood, the law may be as ef- 
fective in liberating the innocent 
as in convicting the guilty, the 
association noted.

THE "ISM" PREACHER 

"There are persons who con- 
stantly clamor. They complain of 
oppression, speculation and per- 
nicious influence of accumulated 
wealth. They cry out loudly 
against all banks and corpora- 
tions and all means by which cap- 
italists become united in order to 
produce important and beneficial 
results. They carry on mad hos- 
tility against all established in- 
stitutions. They would choke the 
fountain of industry and dry all 
streams. In a country where 
property is more evenly divided 
than anywhere else, they rend the 
air shouting agrarian doctrines. 
In a country where wages of la- 
bor are high beyond parallel, they 
would teach the laborer he is but 
an depressed slave. What can 
such men want? What do they 
mean? They want nothing but to 
enjoy the fruits of another man's 
labor." 

This statement was made about 
one hundred years ago in the 
United States Senate by one of 
the greatest American statesmen 
—Daniel Webster. 

Every tradition and institution 
in America is periodically under 
attack. The man who invests 
the capital that keeps business 
running is accused of monstrous 
iniquities. Socialism, communism, 
fascism, nazism— all of these, 
judging by the critics of our 
social order, are better than 
democracy. 

The fact that the American 
system has given the highest 
standard of living on earth is dis- 
regarded. The fact that the Am- 
erican workmen have luxuries, 
enjoyed only by the well-to-do or 



Economy in government is not 
yet.

A. Go to the field office of the 
Social Security Board (or you may 
write a letter that you want a 
Social Security number) and tell 
the manager, or one of his as- 
sistants, that you want a social 
security account number. The 
Norfolk office is located at 223 
Post Office Building.

Proper Care

weed, are susceptible - to hard 
wear and must be cared for prop- 
erly if they are to provide good 
service. 

Sojnsttmss they wear badly In 
spots, leaving an accumulation of 
white powdery dust. This may be 
p revented by the application of a 
coat or two of concrete -hardening 
compound. To correct such » 
spot the worn concrete should be 
removed and patched with fresh 
material.

Pursuant to a proposal author- 
ized at a meeting of this commis- 
sion in Richmond.

The Agricultural Administra- 
tion's program offers the nation 
machinery to meet many of the 
problems of agriculture. It enables 
the farmer to do something about 
overproduction which not only 
reduces his Income but also 
wsstefully mines the son of valu- 
able fertility. The ever-normal 
granary insures consumers of an 
abundant supply of food and fib- 
er crops at reasonable prices. The 
soil-building features of the pro- 
gram assist with the protection 
of the soil from destruction 
through erosion. 

Balanced production and the 
conservation of the soil are im- 
portant contributions to the sta- 
bility of the entire national eco- 
Inomy. A failure to achieve this 
will result eventually in a break- 
down of the present industrial 
and labor standards of this coun- 
try. The machinery is available 
for bringing about conditions 
favorable to Industry, labor and 
agriculture. All that is needed, 
Daughtrey believes, is a clear 
understanding of the farm prob- 
lems and the machinery available 
for coping with them, in order

Summer Camps 
Can Now Install 
Sewage_ System 

Because of the difficulties en- 
countered in providing for proper 
sewage disposal, many Summer 
cottages, camps, and farm dwell- 
ings where additional toilet faci- 
ities are needed have not been 
improved by these additions. 

A number of improved disposal 
systems are on the market today 
for houses that do not have city 
sewer connections but which op- 
erate with full efficiency. 

The prevailing rural sewage 
systems consist of a septic tank, 
leaching chambers, and filtration 
fields.- Other features which per- 
mit automatic and efficient op- 
eration are a diverting gate, 
siphon, special tiling, and fittings. 

Operation of disposal systems 
is simple. The tank may be a 
reinforced concrete or metal air- 
tight chamber and should not 
have to employ any chemicals. 
Filtration fields consist of at least 
two sets of tile lines designed to 
let air reach the sewage and 
permit uniform seepage to the 
soil.

The Ability To 
Establish And 
Maintain Income 
Rated By FHA 

The ability of a borrower under 
the Insured Mortgage System to 
establish and maintain stability 
of income is analyzed and rate:! 
by the Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration. 

The future continuity of Income 
is emphasized in tliis analysis, 
FHA officials explain, rather than 
the amount of the income. Fact- 
ors such as versatility, personal- 
ity, employment, occupational im- i 
pairment, reemployment possibt-j 
lities, reserves and contributions, j 
age, and health are rated. 

Versatility ih a borrower under 
the Insured Mortgage System is a 
desirable quality, FHA officials 
point out, citing education and 
training as important factor.; 
conducive to the quality desired 

A borrower's ability to become 
and remain employed is, in p. j 
measure dependent upon his per-| 
sonality. Such a qualification ' 
FHA officials maintain, enhances 
the borrower's potentialities for 
continued employment and pro- j 
mot ion. j 

An analysis of the factor of; 
past employment is v necessary be- 1 
cause it will indicate the borrow- , 
er's probable future performance 
FHA officials point out that, even 
though a borrower possesses a full i 
of natural ability, his] 



employer's progress may not be 
sufficiently satisfactory to indicate 
a continued need for the borrow- 
er's services or to offer opportun- 
ities for advancement to the bor- 
rower. 

The factor of occupational im- 
pairment must be considered by 
FHA, officials explain, due to the 
fact that there are types of em^ 
ployment which present hazards 
to the borrower's earning capa- 
city. Major consideration is given 
to the probable rather than the 
possible development of the im- 
pairment to employment continu- 
ity. 

Under reemployment possibili- 
ties, the demnnd for the borrow- 
er's services and his ability to 
compete with others employed in 
similar lines of endeavor are con- 
sidered measurements of mort- 
gage risk by FHA. 

The sources and soundness of 
reserve funds which the borrow- 
er may have accumulated ara 
analyzed by FHA in the same 
careful manner as income derived 
from other sources. The presence 
of reserves does not necessarily 
result in a high rating being given 
by FHA under this feature, nor 
does their absence necessarily 
result in a low rating. 

The age of a borrower is signi- 
ficant only to the degree that it 
has affected- or will probably af- 
fect the borrower's employability 
and consequent earning stability 
/ o

Production 
Increase With 
Forced Molting 

To get more eggs from your 
hens in September, October and 
November when prices are high- 
est. Dr. Reece L. Bryant of the 
Virginia Agricultural Experiment 
Station recommends "forced 
molting'* in the summer by tak- 
ing the birds off laying mash for 
a month beginning about June 1. 

Ordinarily good producers lay 
well up until the fall but at that 
season, when the eggs they might 
produce would bring the best re- 
turns, they cease to lay in order 
to grow a new set of feathers. 

Dr. Bryant divided a flock into 
several lots. One was a check lot 
which continued to get the usual 
diet of mash and grain. Two other 
lots were taken off mash during 
June. When put back on it, one 
lot got a special serving daily of 
wet mash, which is slightly more 
palatable and increases feeding 
land laying. All three lots were 

I kept under lights enough to re- 
gulate a "13 hour working day.' 
Here's how the lots compared in 
one test, with the percentages 
based on the perfect score of 100 
which would be given if every 
hen laid one egg per day:

RULES AVOID 
PAINT WASTE 

Time And Expense Saved By 
Observing Few Directions 



Waste of time, labor, and mate- 
rials may be avoided by home 
owners in planning their Spring 
painting through observance of a 
few simple rules. 

Approximation of the surface to 
be covered and the color desired 
is the first > thing required after 
deciding to paint a room or some 
exterior or interior woodwork. 

If the woodwork is new and it 
is an interior job, the surface 
should be cut smooth with sand- 
paper and dusted clean. Then the 
priming coat should be applied. 
If it is old woodwork and shows 
bad cracking, checking, or scal- 



ing, the surface should be stripped 
with a good paint and varnish re- 
mover and cleaned with benzine 
or turpentine. If the wood is 
greasy or coated with wax, this 
should be scrubbed off with ben- 
zine or turpentine. 

The next step is to putty up all 
nail holes, cracks, and other de- 
fects. This is done after the prim- 
ing coat has dried. Then a semi- 
finishing or second coat of paint 
is applied and allowed to dry 
thoroughly before the third or 
finishing coat is applied. If a gloss 
finish is wanted, the finishing 
coat is enamel. When the color is 
to be other than white, both 
finishing coats are tinted.

Getting young chicks off to a 
good start is half the battle, says 
H. L. Moore, extension poultry 
specialist of the Virginia Agricul- 
tural Extension Division. If they 
eat right, a good start generally 
is assured. One of the biggest

ration is how much and what 
kind of protein to .use. 

At the National Agricultural 
Research Center, Beltsville, MM., 
H.' W. Titus, in charge of poultry 
nutrition for the Bureau of 
Animal Industry, fed different 
amounts of protein, ranging from 
13 to 25 percent, to growing 
chicks. The chicks gained more 
weight per pound of feed as the 
protein was increased up to 21 
percent. Beyond that point weight 
gams dropped off again. 

Though 21 percent may be the 
ideal amount of protein for 
growth, Mr. Moore says it may 
not be the ideal amount when 
cost is considered. It was shown 
in Dr. Titus' study that a diet of 
17-percent protein, for example, 
is about 95 percent as efficient as 
that containing 21 percent pro- 
tein. If the cost of the 17 -per . 
cent diet is low enough, it may be 
more economical for the poultry- 
man. 

Mr. Moore says, however, that 
it is a good plan to feed a diet 
containing 20 to 21 percent prot- 
ein until the chicks are at least 
12 weeks old. Then the amount of 
protein can be decreased gradual- 
ly until pullets are receiving 16 to 
1 17 percent by the time they are 
ready to lay. 

As to what kind of protein to 
use, further studies at the Re- 
search Center have shown that at 
least 20 percent of the total pro- 
tein should be of animal origin 
and should be derived from feed- 
stuffs such as dried skim milk, 
dried buttermilk, fish meal, and 
meat scrap. .„ -, i

As a part of the Division's attack 
on the problem of traffic acci- 
dents, inspection has been carried 
on twice a year for more than 6 
years. "We cannot expect to have 
safety on our streets and high- 
ways," said Division Officials, 
"unless we give our drivers safe 
vehicles. That is the sole reason 
for this semi-annual inspection— 
to make sure that your vehicle is 
safe and that the vehicle you are 
meeting is safe also." 

The new inspection stickers are 
blue and silver, and similar in size 
and shape to those of previous 
years. They bear on the back a 
diagram illustrating the correct 
hand signals in Virginia. These 
stickers will be distributed to 1150 
official inspection stations hist 
before May 1st. These stations 
may be identified by the big post- 
ers displayed outside reminding 
you to "Have you car inspected." 
The inspection itself is free, but 
regular charges are made by the 
station for all adjustments or re- 
pairs made at the time of inspec- 
tion. 

The public does not realize, Di- 
vision officials said, 'the amount 
of work on the part of the Di- 
vision and on the part of the sta- 
tions necessary to get ready for 
this inspection. Among other 
things, every mechanic employed 
by a station doing inspection 
work attends a meeting held by 
the Division at which definite in- 
structions are given for the in- 
spection. These verbal Instruc- 
tions supplement and explain 
witten instructions already given 
these men. The purpose of this 
is to make the inspection as uni- 
form as possible and to give the 
inspectors definite and fixed rules 
to go by in deciding otherwise 
controversial points. 

Then over 500,000 stickers have 
to be packed and distributed- - 
often in lota of 100 or 200 to the 
1150 stations throughout the 
state. All told, although inspec- 
tion itself begins May 1st, pre- 
parations have been going on 
since January 1st.

Now that all employees within the Town 
have been classified by the Town Fathers as 
potential criminals, that is, with the ex- 
ception of domestic servants in private 
homes, among which class it was argued that 
the largest percent of the larceny exists, and 
that these employees have to pay one dollar 
and thirty cents for this privilege, as well as 
to enrich the Town's cofer, it would seem in 
order for these presupposed offenders to 
demand at least a semi-safe and sanitary 
jail house in which to be incarnated when 
their time comes. 

The present setup, as a place of confine- 
ment, is a disgrace to any community. It is 
both unsafe and unsanitary and would not 
pass the most casual inspection. 

Virginia has already had too many 
casualties due to firetrap jails and it is high 
time that steps be taken to furnish a reason- 
ably fireproof place in which to confine a 
man at a time when he is helpless to protect 
himself. The building at the Beach is liter- 
ally a match box and the jailor would have 
his hands full protecting himself and family 
in event of fire and little or no time to re- 
lease prisoners. 

As to sanitary conditions, there are 
virtually none, with no plumbing in the cell 
blocks. Men and women alike are required 
to stay in the same cell block and only re- 
cently have straw filled and threadbare 
mattresses been replaced. 

It may be that "stone walls do not a 
prison make nor iron bars a cage" but some- 
time they prove to be incinerators of human 
beings and that thought should be borne in 
mind by those responsible. 



"THE PEOPLE'S REFUGE' 



The question is up: Is journalism letting 
the people down? 

A lot of reckless charges have been laid 
against the newspapers and general accusa- 
tions are being made by political leaders that 
the newspapers have been betraying the 
people. Some of them say the radio is the 
thing ! Most broadcasts do not indicate that 
experience and education are qualifications 
in chosing the "artists." Radio certainly goes 
far beyond the limit in transmitting silly 
programs. 

Roy Howard, is one of America's most 
successful editors. He sees journalism as 
"the people's refuge." He says that the 
newspaper sometimes becomes "mildly in- 
toxicated, and puffed up by its own impor- 
tance." That is a fair criticism. But on 
the other hand the press is courageous in its 
opposition to what Mr. Howard calls "dema- 
gogic formula." 

The people of the United States are the 
best informed public in the world today. 
Their newspapers have made them so. 

American newspapers strive for high 
ideals. It's time that assaults upon the 
newspapers should be met. The radio and 
political partisans have gone the limit in de- 
faming the greatest of all of the professions. 

Newspaper editors do not have to 
"take it," while they have a wholly convinc- 
ing weapon to use in defending themselves 
against their traducers-

By Faith Baldwin 



Released by the publishers on 
May 1. it is apparent that 
CAREER BY PROXY, Paith 
Baldwin's latest novel of love and 
life in the contemporary Ameri- 
can scene, seems designed to be 
classified as "summer fiction." At 
least, in this reviewer's opinion 
Miss Baldwin's story of Joan 
Armstrong and her family, 
friends, and associates falls Into 
the category of reading matter 
intended for consumption during 
the days when the weather is such 
that heavy mental activity is not 
desirable. In. other words 
CAREER BY PROXY Is no 
heavy-weight in content or treat- 
ment. 

Miss Baldwin selects as her 
central character the Joan Arm- 
strong mentioned above, one of 
those "poor little rich gals" 
daughter of Evelyn and Charles 
Armstrong, the latter known as 
the Charles Armstrongs. Joan has 
had the customary rearing of a 
young lady of her top-drawer 
strata of society; made her de- 
but; received three proposals of 
marriage, all rejected, her first 
year "out"; has Tommy Emerson 
propose to her on the slightest, or 
no provocation; has advantages 
and opportunities for which 
99 44-00 per cent of American 
girls pine, no matter how pure 
they are; and, to borrow a Strou- 
dian expression, is "unhappy 
about the whole thing." 

Joan wants a career, and ha? 
even persuaded her parents to al- 
low her to take a complete busi- 
ness course. Then an opportunity 
presents itself: Adelaide Newman, 
a casual acquaintance of business 
school, has secured a badly need- 
ed position, but suddenly dis- 
covers a condition of health 
which prevents her accepting It. 
She confides in Joan and the lat- 
ter jumps at the chance to hold 
the position for Adelaide until 
the sick girl can regain her 
health. The Armstrongs consent, 
against their wills, and Joan goes 
to work for a firm of importers, 
of which Bill Bowen is an im- 
portant executive. Joan becomes 
Bowen's secretary. 

There is an old thumb-nail 
formula for fiction ' plots — "Get 
characters up tree; throw rocks at 
characters; get characters down." 
Miss Baldwin is an expert rock 
chunker; in fact, she has a larger 
supply of stones on hand than did 
David when he went out to meet 
Goliath. The stones begin to fly 
from the first day Joan enter,-: 
Bill Bowen's office. Envy, jeal- 
ousy, gossip, conspiracy, back- 
biting—everything in the femin- 
ine citadel of attack — becomes a 
rock to be hurled at Joan. Finally, 
as if all of the above were not 
enough, her boss falls in love with 
her, and she with him. 

There is something of the in- 
evitability of Greek tragedy about 
this last situation, since Bowen is 
married, although his wife at the 
moment is confined to a private 
institution for those walking 
under a meu'ttl cloud. Further- 
more, Bill's wife's sister is also in 
love with him. 

Then there is Bob Deering, a 
struggling young doctor who 
seems to be trying to live up to 
the Hippocratic oath. He, too, 
proposes to Joan. This Is no mere 
triangle; it is a polygon. Every- 
body except this reviewer proposes 
to Joan. Who gets her will have 
to be learned from the final chap- 
ter of the book. 

Miss Baldwin is an expert 
craftsman in the art of spinning 
a yarn, possesses a deft ability to 
phrase, and chooses her people 
with a nice attention to contrasts 
Her book is entertaining and 
easily read.

The Democratic party, said 
President Roosevelt in a letter 
read at a Jackson Day dinner of 
the Young Democratic Clubs 
Wednesday night in Washington, 
"can commit suicide by abandon- 
ment of the policies that brought 
it into power." If abandonment, 
of such policies Is suicidal, then 
about all that those who hope for 
a return of sanity in government 
need do is to wait for the official 
death notice. 

What were the policies that 
brought the New Deal Into power 
They are clearly stated In the 
1932 Democratic platform, which 
Mr. Roosevelt said he supported 
wholeheartedly. That document 
set forth a "covenant with the 
people." It was one of the most 
conservative platforms placed be- 
fore the voters of the United 
States. On the assumption that 
the most Important pledges were 
given first place In the platform, 
promises Nos. 1, 2 and 3 are 
quoted: 

"We advocate (1) an immediate 
and drastic reduction of govern- 
mental expenditures . . .; (2> 
maintenance of the nationa 1 . 
credit by a federal budget annual- 
ly balanced or the basis of accur- 
ate executive estimates within 
revenue, raised by a system of 
taxation lived upon the principle 
of ability to pay; (3) a sound-- 
currency to be preserved at all 
hazards . . ." 

Other policies that brought the 
administration into power in- 
cluded condemnation of "im- 
proper and excessive use of money 
in political activities," alleged 
"extravagance of the farm board, 
its disastrous action which made 
the government a speculator, and 
the unsound policy of restricting 
agricultural production to the de- 
mands of domestic markets." 

If abandonment of these po- 
licies which brought the admin- 
istration into power is to cause 
the party's death, the blows were 
struck by the present leadership, 
not by the conservatives now be- 
ing read out of the party.

proposing the legalization of pari- ^jr 
mutuel horse race betting in Vir- 
ginia. 

What the chance of legalizing 
pari-mutuel betting in Virginia 
would be at this time might be 
questionable in the minds of 
some, but we hardly think Virgin- 
ians as a .whole are ready for such 
just now. 

The New York Times com- 
menting further on the present 
situation in that State regarding 
proposed pari-mutuel \legaJtza- 
tion, says New York has an "un- 
observed provision of the Consti- 
tution which forbids gambling," 
but asserts that gambling has not 
ceased and wil 1 not cease," be- 
cause the people of the State tol- 
erate it in its milder forms." 

Rather endorsing the present 
pari-mutuel proposal — at least 
under existing New York condi- 
tions — as well as suggesting 
treasury advantages from its rev- 
enue, the Times says: 

"Of all systems of regulating 
race-track ■ betting the pari-mut- 
uel, with it honest mathematical 
odds, has proved the best and 
fairest. The revenue to be derived 
from, it would be a well consider* 
ed point at this time of struggle 
over the budget. More important 
is the argument that the amend- 
ment would restore to the Legis- 
lature those legitimate powers 
which it cannot now exercise be- 
cause of a ftultifying clause in 
the Constitution.

Federal Agencies 
Boon To riWnfe 

;*s proposal 
to co-ordinate federal wildlife ad- 
ministration, part of his reorgan- 
isation program already approv- 
ed by the Senate, gives conserva- 
tion one of its biggest breaks in 
years, according to the More 
Game Birds Foundation. 

"The first step in the Presi- 
dent's program, transfer of the 
Bureaus of Fisheries and Biolog- 
ical Survey to the Department of 
Interior, to not difficult to justi- 
fy." declares John C. Huntington, 
President of the Foundation. 

"A report of the President's 
Committee on Wildlife Restora- 
tion, submitted to the White 
House as far back as February I, 
1934, revealed that federal wild- 
life supervision has been 'scat- 
tered all over the tot* from the 
Lighthouse Service to the Marine 
Corps. 

"No less than a dozen, differ- 
ent departments and bureaus 
have authority affecting fish, 
game and other wildlife. These 
include the General Land Office, 
Reclamation, national Park and 
Forest Services— and even tha 
War and Navy Departments. 

"The Lighthouse Service has 
ministered to the needs of Louis- 
iana sea gulls. The Marines sup- 
ervise game on a Virginia reserva- 
tion. The Commerce Department 
and Coast Guard collaborate in 
protecting Alaskan seals," Hunt- 
ington points out. 

Destruction of Lower Klamath 
Lake, Oregon, one of the greatest 
wildfowl areas on the continent 
set aside as a federal refuge by 
President Theodore Roosevelt, is 
cited as ah example of unco- 
ordinated administration. Drained 
by Reclamation Service at fed- 
eral expense while the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture was seeking 
more water for the lake, peat fixes 
devastated the area. 

"Expenditure of some $50,000,- 
000 by WPA and other federal 
agencies for alleged mosquito 
control drainage, while the Bur- 
eau of Biological Survey has been 
spending nearly $25,000,000 to re- 
store water areas for the benefit 
of drought-stricken farmers and 
wildlife, is another example of 
the need for co-ordination. 

"Secretary jof the Interior 
Ickes now has a great opportunity 
to put federal wildlife administra- 
tion on a businesslike basis. As- 
signment to his department of 
wildlife supervision now held by 
other and unrelated agencies of 
the federal government might 
well be accomplished," Hunting- 
ton states.

In the milk 
told the story of milk 
Temporary National 
Committee in Washington a few 
days ago. It began with the days 
when milk was delivered in un- 
sanitary containers. In J recent 
yean new and extensive labora- 
tories have taken the product in 
hand, and scientific methods 
have given pure dairy products 
to the public. 

UOk is, and always has been 
one of the most essential and 
nutritious of foods. The idea that 
the great dairy companies have 
an organised trust was dneohred 
in the testimony of Thos. H. Me- 
Innerney before a Congressional 
Committee as he explained that 
the Rational Dairy Products Cor- 
poration, of which he is presi- 
dent, buys less than 5 per eentf of 
the nation's mUk supply direct 
from farmers; and that in a 
period of 5 years the number of 
its competitors in the fluid milk 
business increased about two 
thousand, an increase of 100 per 
cent. Under such conditions, he 
illustrated to Senator OMa- 
honey's Committee, there would 
be an impossibility of a milk 
monopoly gaining control of pro- 
duction, farm prices, or retail 
prices. 

The average person in our 
country buys 152 quarts of milk 
and cream, 17 pounds of butter, 
17 cans of evaporated milk, 5 3-4 
pounds of cheese and 05 servings 
of ice cream. That let the states- I 
men on Capitol Hill see how their 
own eating habits compared with 
their average constituent's. 

The combined sates listed in the 
foregoing yielded the National 
Dairy Products Corporation teas 
than 75 cents profit for a custom- 
er in a whole year, or expressing 
the corporation's profit from the 
farmer's angle, less than 1 1-5 
cents on the milk the average cow 
produces in any one day. 

In recent years artificially high 
farm prices for milk produced for 
sale to consumers in bottles have 
had a natural tendency to boost 
retail prices and retard consump- 
tion, and at the same time stim- 
ulate farm production. It is ow- 
ing to this condition that larger 
portions of the farmer's total 
production are being used for 
manufactured dairy products for 
which farmers receive lower 
prices, thereby lowering the farm- 
er's average or blended price. 

It Is during recent times that 
the great dairy companies have 
been able to- develop master- 
salesmen, and that has been 
largely due to the rapid rise in 
human efficiency in America 
Wages are high and employment 
steady and the standards of living 
above average among the workers 
of the dairy industry. Public con- 
fidence In the purity of milk, de- 
veloped through continuous la- 
boratory research, has Increased 
consumption and expanded the 
dairy Industry. 

The importance of the dairy in- 
dustry to farmers must have im-

Churches to 
Colonial days were not the heat- 
ed, brilliantly lighted places of to- 
day. Meetings of any kind were 
f or bi dden to churches after sun- 
down, none of them was heated 
and no church was lighted after 
dark. There is no record of tlv 
place where the ceremony was 
performed, but it to hardly prob- 
able that any bride would have 
been wed in the cold draughty 
church, without lights, that was 
St. Peter's on January nights In 
1759. It is generally believed that 
the wedding took place at her 
home. 

St. Peter's Parish was formed 
to 1979 from Bltoaland Parish. It 
originally embraced part 'of King 
William and the present Hanover 
Counties. In 1885 there were two 
churches in the parish, the "Low-

Help Desttpy 
The Housefly 

"Upon those over fifty years of 
age who, when young, either lived 
or visited in the country, the 
pestiferous characteristic of the 
housefly at that time made a 
greater Umpresslon than it does 
upon the present generation. In 
those days fly-swatters were rare. 
Instead, fly-brushes composed of 
ribbons of paper on the end of- a 
stick were to general use. They 
came into evidence at mealtime 
when the matron of the family 
incessantly swished the brush 
over the food on the table to keep 
the flies from settling upon it. 
Even so, this antagonism to the 
fly was aimed at its annoying 
propensities rattier than M. tta 
disease-spreading ability," states 
Dr. I. C. Riggin, Commissioner 
of Health. 

"It is little wonder that to the 
days of limited screening of farm 
and town dwellings, when alight 
if any, thought waa given to en- 
vironmental sanitation, the fly 
played a part to the spread of 
typhoid fever and infant diarr- 
heal diseases. The fact that the 
germs causing these devastating 
ailments sometimes were deposit- 
ed In milk or on food from the 
filth-laden feet of the fly was not 
generally appreciated. 

"Today, filth is more inaccess- 
ible to this insect than formerly. 
Building programs in rural com- 
munities have, in general, replac- 
ed open toilets with sanitary fac- 
ilities; and modern methods to 
reduce fly-breeding in the organic 
material of barnyards also have 
proved effective. Screening of 
houses, swatting of the flies found 
inside, and protection of milk and 
food supplies all have influenced 
the reduction in the disease and 
death tolls taken by the fly. 

"However, if given the opportu- 
nity the fly is just as dangerous 
today as it ever was. While 
community sanitation and house- 
hold screening are powerful de- 
fenses against both the breeding 
spots and the insect itself, the

The contract, which 
was presented by Robert J 
Throckmorton, vice president of 
the VEP Company, will become 
effective immediately, and a 
survey made, of necessary street 
lights in each district.
